revolutionist, but one of the main 
advocates, of » federation of 
Engllsb-speaking peoples. . 

Tb Canada today, with an attempt 
goinj{ fôrward to establish our con- 
stitution at last on a fui^ sovereign 
basis, : Franklin, has a particular 
interest. In his dosing speech to the 
Federal Convention which wrote 
the American Constitution, he said: 
There ' are several parts of this 
Constitution which I do not at pres- 
ent approve, but I arifi^pt sure that 

■haU'jrieyer apprbya |them^ 
having lived' long,' I ^ave"' experi- 
enced many instances of. being 
obliged by better information or 
fuller consideration to change 
opinions . . . which I had' o'nce 
thought right.': . . When you assem- 
ble a nuriiber .of men (with their 
diverse' opihions and interests) . . ' 
from such 'an assembly can a per 
feet production ibe expected? ... I 
consent to this Constitijtiori because 
I (can) expect no .better, and I am 
not sure', that .it Is not the best.' 

If Canada^ coristitutlon-makeis 
can approich their business In the 
sarne'splrit, Canada may become as 
great a nation, as that which Frank- 
helped found.

Treasurer Watkins' also 'proposed 
that ' thé 'union financial structure 
be. revariiped in an effort 'tb acctin- 
ately control the financial resources 
of the union.

He blamed the present condition 
on the lacic of research and arialysls 
in the' preparation of annus| club 
budgets; dearth fo Internal control 
of expenditures, and the want of a 
definition of responsibility. 

Rectifying the first deficiency 
would lead -to proper allocation ot 
resources, Watkins stated In his re
